For 
example, did anyone notice I got the year wrong in BENNY BREAKIRON 
#1, when I wrote that Benny “first appeared in 1962”? Yes! Our very 
own resident Smurf Consultant, Matt. Murray, was the first to point out 
that Benny Breakiron (or Benoit Brisefer, as he was originally dubbed) 
actuvally appeared in issue 1183 of Spirou magazine in mid-December, 
1960. We'Il be sure to correct that little flub in future printings of BENNY 
BREAKIRON #1. 

Another interesting tidbit about BENNY BREAKIRON #1 is the cover. A 
little over 25 years ago, to celebrate the 50" anniversary of Superman, 
the hero who inspired all other super-heroes, I thought it would be clever 
to pay homage to the cover of ACTION COMICS #1, where Superman 
first debuted. I was editing THE AMAZING SPIDER-MAN at that time, so 
Todd McFarlane drew a great tribute cover of Spidey lifting a police car.

Well, you can imagine my surprise when | saw this—the original cover 
for Benoft Brisefer: (Run French cover of BB #1J Peyo published his tribute 
to ACTION COMICS #1 almost 30 years before we did! (Run covers of 
AMAZING SPIDER-MAN #306 and ACTION COMICS #1) So, now that 
so many other comics are running their ACTION COMICS #1 cover 
tributes, I find it very amusing to realize that Peyo did it first!
